At the conclusion of Colonel Pic- 


cjuart's deposition the court adjourned. 
Generals Mercier and Roget demanded 
confrontation, which lasted but a few 
minutes. It was not sensational, only 
minor points being argued. 


A Mantci-lnl rrescutatlou 


Colonel Picquart gave a masterful 


presentation of his side of the case. He 
spoke for five hours and his voice at 
the end showed no fatigue. His testi- 
mony was followed closely by every- 
one, especially the judges. 


Afterwards Mercier, Roget, Bilot and 


De Boisdeffre grouped and discussed it. 
It contained no new facts yet it was so 
clearly and effectively presented it 
could not fail to repeat the impression 
he made yesterday. 


Dreyfus naturally drank in all the 


witness' word which came as balm to 
the wounds inflicted by Mercier and 
Roget. 
From the standpoint of the 


spectator, however, the session was the 
most monotonous one since the opening. 


A. Kevicw of Yesterday 


Eennes, Aug. IS.—With the usual at- 


tendance and without any noteworthy 
incident, the second trial by court-mar- 
tial of Captain Dreyfus was resumed 
yesterday in the Lycee. General Roget, 
M. Bertullus. the investigating magis- 
trate; the widow of the late Lieutenant 
Colonel Henry and Colonel Picquart 
were on the svand. Mme. Henry, after 
M. Bertullus had deposed, asked leave 
to speak. Sh» stood up in a stagey man- 


ner, 
raised her left han-d and asked to 


be heard. She wanted to contradict 
what Bertullus had said regarding the 
friendship of her husband and Ester- 
hazy. 


She wanted to show that 
Bertulus 


could not possibly have 
wrung 
an 


avowal from Henry that he and Ester- 
hazy formed an association of traitors. 
Her story coincided with what General 
Roget said on this subject. 
So far 


from Bertulus appearing to suspect 
Henry and crushing the latter with 
words of suspicion, she said her late hus- 
band had described that magistrate 
as "charming." 
She said that Bertulus 


even embraced Henry when the latter 
was taking his leave, a circumstance 
which struck the wife when she heard 
of it, as boding no gocd. 
She jumped 


to the conclusion that falsehood lay be- 
hind the kiss, and that Bertulus was a 
Judas. 
This idea she then developed 


in a passionate peroration that seemed 
a lesson learned by heart. 
Bertulus 


felt that it would never do to argue with 
her, for tears were standing 
in her 


eyes, and the judges were looking sym- 
pathetic. 
So he said that he preferred 


saying nothing to a lady whose srief he 
respected, and whose angry excitement 
he pardoned. 


General Roget again showed extraor- 


dinary forensic ability. 
I do not know 


what the military %\orlh is of the gen- 
erals who are acting here as witnesses, 
but I do not wonder at the old judges 
of the court of cassation being jealous 
of their argumentative capacity, their 
skill in turning a case inside out, in 
puzzling- innuendo, in casuistry and in 
elegant verbal facility. 


Dreyfus was under Koget as an out- 


sider at the general staff, and seemed 
tbrturcd by his arguments and the 
points he made, points that went home 
to the military judges, and were.in- 
tended to poison their minds.

Likely to Go Into the Hands of a 


Wealthy Syndicate 


Fall River, Mass., Aug. 18.—No sooner 


had the fact of the offer by a syndicate 
to purchase the Pali River cotton mills 
been announced than it became known 
thp.t another and much larger syndicate 
had entered the fields and was busy 
through a New York man in arranging 
matters preparatory to makjng a larger 
offer than that of the English people. 
At present the names of the men who 
compose this new syndicate, styled the 
national syndicate, are unobtainable, as 
it is their desire not to 'become known to 
the public until affairs ars in the proper 
condition, but it is stated that ihe capi- 
tal of this new concern is to be $J35,000.- 
000 at least, and the aim is to consolidate 
all the cotton mills in the country under 
one management, the purpose being to 
reduce the cost of production. 


The New York man, who declines to 


state his name to the press, was in the 
city yesterday in consultation with mill 
directors and stockholders. He slates 
that he will confer with the backers of 
the national syndicate, and within 48 
hours will offer a bid in competition with 
the English concern. 


From pr&sent appearances it seems 


that the situation may develop into an 
auction .sale, to all intant, of $50,000,000 
worth of Fall River cotton industries tn 
the highest bidder. At present, how- 
ever, the only bid in evidence is that of 
the English syndicate. 


No offer is made for the Bourne mill, 


because the present owners have an- 
nounced that they will not sell anyway. 
The Barnaby mills, which make ging- 
hams, and the Stevens mills, which 
manufacture quilts, being out of com- 
petition, have been overlooked. The 
Globe yarn mill and theSanford spinning 
mill are, not included in the offers be- 
cause of their connection with the yarn 
trust, so-called. Although no offer is 
made for the Kobeson mill as yet, it is 
stated that it will be included with those 
already chosen 'by the syndicate. 


There is much strong objection to the 


scheme among interested parties, the 
point being taken that good mill securi- 
ties have, for the past 10 years, paid an 
average of 5 percent. If the amount 
which has been offered is paid into the 
banks It would only pay its holders 
atiout 3 percent. Naturally the ques- 
tion presents itself, to them at least, of 
the advisability of selling out their pres- 
ent stock simply at a slight advance of 
the present market price. In this con- 
nection the action of the national syn- 
dicate will undoubtedly be awaited with 
considerable interest, especially as it is 
intimated by its representatives'that the 
offer will be larger than that oC the Eng- 
lish concern.

TEN MORE REGIMENTS, 


Philippine Rebellion to Be Wound 


Up In Shortest Possible Time, 


Activity In All Branches of 


the War Department. 


Will Increase the Strength of the Army to 


Nearly a Hundred Thousand Men. 


Washington, Aug. 18.—An order has 


been issued directing that 10 additional 
regiments of infantry volunteers be or- 
ganized for service in the Philippines. 
The regiments will befnumbered from 
Thirty-eight to Forty'4even, and will 
be organised at the fallowing places In 
the order named: 
FortBnelling, Minn., 


Fart Crook, Neb,, Fort Riley, Kan., Fort 
Niagara, N. Y., Fort Ethan Allen, Vt., 
Fort Leavenworth, Kan., Jefferson Bar- 
racks, Mo., South Framlngham. Mass., 
Camp Meade. Pa. 


"The policy of the war department," 


says Secretary Root, "is 
to furnish 


General Otis with all the troops and sup- 
plies that he can use, and which are 
necessary to wipd up the insurrection 
in the Philippines In the shortest pos- 
sible time." 


The secretary was speaking of the 10 


regiments which were called out yes- 
terday by order of the president. 
He 


eaid that no delay would be allowed in 
enlisting, equipping and supplying the 
new regiments, nor in 
transporting 


them, as. well as the other regirnenft al- 
ready organized, to the Philippines, as 
eoon as they were needed for active 
operations. 
If the present number of 


transports is insufficient more will be 
procured. 


The men already enlisted for the Phil- 


ippine servke will be sent at once, and 
the new regiments will be forwarded 
Bs fast as they are organized and 
needed. While there has been some sug- 
gestion that the new regiments will be 
used as a reserve force, it may be stated 
positively that these regiments, as well 
as more, if they can be used, will be 
Bent to reinforce General Otis. 


Secretary Root sent a copy of the or- 


der to the various departments of the 
army, and they at once began prepara- 
tions for supplying the new organiza- 
tions. 
Within half an hour the ord- 


nance bureau had sent orders to the 
different arsenals directing that com- 
plete outfits of arms and ordnance sup- 
plies for each regiment be sent to the 
rendezvous where they are to be organ- 
ized. 
The quartqrmaster's department 


gave orders for supplying tents, cloth- 
ing and other equipments furnished by 
that department, while the commissary 
department ordered a sufficient supply 
of rations to be on hand to feed the 
troops as fast as they arrive. 
The 


medical department was also directed to 
•ee that supplies 'Were sent, 


The districts ~whicn were not very 


thoroughly covered in recruiting for 
the first regiments'will be visited by th" 
officers in the new organizations. 
It is 


the intention of the department to have 
the regiments, give more attention t,> 
firing than to any other feature of th" 
drill. 
The men will be armed as are the 


regular jnfantry regiments, with the 
magazine army rifle. 


The selection of the majors and com- 


pany officers for the regiments is now 
occupying the attention of the secre- 
tary, and the men are being chosen from 
among the x'olunteers who were called 
out in the Spanish war. 
The officers 


•will be distributed as equitably as pos- 
sible among the different states, but the 
efficiency record of the men \\ill govern 
to a great extent iji their selection. 


It appears from'the orders that the 


new regiments^are to be mainly re- 
cniited in New England and the mlddls 
end central western states. 
Kansas 


end Pennsylvania have apparently been 
selected as the best field for recruits. 
It is said that no special effort is to he 
made to secure recruits in the southern 
states. 
This is due, it is said, to the 


experience of officers who operated in 
that quarter for recruits fnr the 10 vol- 
unteer regiments .lust organized, 
The 


only places where difficulty was expe- 
rienced in securing men was in Georgia, 
Alabama and the Carolines, and the 
gulf states and the two northwestern 
Pacific states. 


Yesterday's action will add 13,000 men 


to the enlisted strength of the army, and 
Increases the strength of the army to 
95,045 men. 
The total number of vol- 


unteers called into service is 30,170 men, 
feeing1 only 4893 men short of the total 
authorized volunteer establishment of 
35,000. 
It is stated at the department 


that the number of volunteers already 
railed into service is regarded as amply 
sufficient to meet all possible needs of 
the army, and that there is no possibility 
that the remaining 4893 volunteers will 
be called for. 
. Wednesday's recruiting for the vol 
unteer army amounted to 289 men, mak- 
ing the total recruitment to date !•!.- 
122, or 1032 in excess nf the numtn- 
required to complete the 10 regiment5 
organized under the r»rd?r fif July 5. 


All of these regiments have securpf 


their full quota, except the 
Twenty- 


ninth regiment at Fort MrPhereon, Ga , 
the Thirty-third at Fort Sam Houstoji 
Tex, and the Thirty-fifth at His Van- 
couver barracks'.

knows how to-ppeak to specialized mil- 
itary minds 


General Roget was unable to conceal 


his annoyance and anger when M. De- 
mange scored. 
The ends of his fingers 


twiched nervously, and he frequently 
turned for consolation toward Generals 
Billot and Zurlinden, former ministers 
of war, who were sealed on the witness 
seats behind him. 
The general also 


threw glances of savage resentment as. 
the audience when, as happened sev- 
eral times, suppressed titters went 
round the court room when M, Dcmange 
cornered him. 
Finally General Roget 


became quite red in the face, and an- 
swered M. Demangp In a hollow voice, 
contrasting strangely with the confident 
tone of Wednesday. 


The evidence of M. Berttilus was, on 


the whole, favorable to Dreyfus, in the 
judgment of civilian listeners. 
Un- 


fortunately, his reputation is blown 
upon. 
He belonged, when at Nice, to 


the south railway gang, and as the mag- 
istrate sent to investigate their swindle, 
played into their hands. 


Roget alluded to this and to other 


doings of Bertulus, and showed' that 
he did not respect him. 
M. Bertulus 


is an epicurean, and has rather shocked 
Rennes people by his rather gay re- 
lations with a former actress, who, 
somehow, rolls in riches. 


THE FATAL UNIFORM. 


COLONEL SEXTON TELLS HOW IT 


CHANGED HIS LIFE. 


Colonel Picquart protested most for- 


4nally against-all suspicion of having 
caused the disappearance of any docu- 
ment relating to Dreyfus. Documents 
had disappeared, but he was not con- 
nected with their disappearance. 
He 


also repelled with scorn the assertion 
that he had endeavored to put another 
officer in the place of the reai author of 
the bordereau. 


"It is true," the witness continued, 


"that the name of Captain Dorval being 
mentioned to me as a dangerous man I 
had him watched, and do you know, 
gentlemen, by whom 
Dorval 
was 


watched? By .his own cousin." con- 
tinued Picquart, "Major du Paty de 
Clam" (sensation). 


Colonel Picquart then next proceeded 


to reply to the various attacks made 
Upon him. "These tactics," he said, "are 
evidently pursued with the object of 
lessening the value of my testimony." 


The colonel next outlined his "connec- 


$ion with Dreyfus at the military col- 
lege, and afterwards at the ministry of 
war, where, 
owing to anti-Semite 


prejudices of the general staff, he first 
appointed Dreyfus 
to a department 


where probationers had no direct cogni- 
zance of the secret documents. He then 
described the consternation in the war 
office when the treason was discovered 
and the relief experienced when it was 
thought the guilty person had been dis- 
covered. It was then the witness dis- 
covered thesimilaritv between the hand- 
writing' of Dreyfus and that of 
the 


bordereau, and 
he had recourse to 


du Paty de Clam, "who was supposed to 
have graphological knowledge." 


Then the witness described what he 


Characterized as "the irregular steps" 
taken by General Mercier to accomplish 
the arrest of Dreyfus. 


Referring to the dictation test, the 


•Witness earnestly and emphatically af- 
firmed that he saw no signs of pertur- 
bation in the handwriting of Dreyfus on 
that occasion and, moreover, shortly 
afterwards du Paty de Clam admitted 
he had not found a fresh charge against 
Dreyfus. "Beyond 
the 
bordereau," 


added the witness, "there 'was nothing 
against Dreyfus—absolutely nothing." 


His impression during the investiga- 


tion was that the accused man's ac- 
Quittal was probable, as the evidence 
•was insufficient. Witness believed he 
had even told the minister of war that 
the condemnation of the accused could 
not bp secured unless the court-martial 
had been show n the secret document* 
which it had been agreed to submit to 
the court. 


The colonel next declared that in 1S94 


he did not know the contents of the 
secret dossier. But he be'ieved, like all 
other officers, that it contained frightful 
proofs against the prisoner. But. when 
he became acquainted with its contents, 
he found that his "earlier impressions" 
were entirely wrong. (Prolonged sen- 
sation.) Picquart then rfcalled 
the 


vehement protests of innocence whic-h 
the prisoner had 
not ceased to recall 


during all phates of the degradation. 
The witness declared he was quite igno- 
rant of the confessions Dreyfus was al- 
leged to have made to Captain Lebrun- 
Renault. 


Colonel Picquart then declared he had 


nevpr seen Dreyfus copy the smallest 
document in the war ofiire. IP the opin- 
ion of the witness* the department wrier* 
the bordereau was discovered ought to 
have been searched when the discovery 
was made. This, he explained. WKS the 
department in which t>e flam woi kerl, 
and thai was the department which wus 
working oh the plan nf the concentra- 
tion of troops and the Madagascar ex- 
pedition. He added: "It 
\\as m Df 


Clam's department that the search 
should have been made, or rather in hii 
private rocim, wheie he worked quite 
alone." (Sensation.) 


De Clam, continued the witness, had 


been guilty nf grave imprudpnce in hav- 
ing, contrary io the regulations, 
had 


confidential oucuments copied by simple 
spcretarif-s, non-rnmmissioned 
officeis 


and even private soldiers, whereas the 
custom was that such work was done 
Solely by officers, 


Later on the witness said he wondpred 


if it was not to avoid the risk of punish- 
ment that Paty dp Clam advanced the 
date of the reception of the bordereau at 
"the Intelligence department so as to 
make it prior to the date of his (Paly de 
Clam's) arrival in the third department. 
(Sensation.) 


A few minutes later the court ad- 


journed for the day. 


Continuing, Colonel Picquart defended 


himself against the charge that he had 
always directed his efforts towards the 
rehabilitation of Dreyfus. He said he 
had only directed the investigations 
made to that end when he became aware 
that the writings of Esterhazy and the 
bordereau were identical, and that con- 
sequently the charges against Dreyfus 
no longer existed. ' 


During the course of his deposition, 


Colonel Picquart asked to be confronted 
with Major De Clam and to be permitted 


• ",to deal with some of his peculiarities" 
-When1 De Clam is in the witness box. 
Next the colonel examined the bordereau 
and declared Dreyfus could not have

"The only bad feature of this thing 


of addressing the school children, "-said 
Colonel James A. Sexton, the1 former 
postmaster, "is the fact that they al- 
ways want me to wear my regimentals. 
It's a thing I haven't the courage to do 
except when I'm among a uniformed 
body of men. 


"My aversion to wearing a uniform 


about iu public dates from my boyhood 
days. Upon that aversion is based an 
early incident that may have had a 
good deal to do with the course of my 
subsequent life. 


' 'I enlisted as a private at the outbreak 


of the war,^ being then a boy of 17; 
rather mature 'looking, however, for 
those years. Like all boys of that age, 
I -was of a romantic turn, but exceed- 
ingly bashful in the presence of women. 
The one woman iu whose presence I was 
especially sby was a dear girl whom I 
used to see home from prayer meeting. 


"No parting in all that time of part- 


ing was more affecting than was oura 
when my regiment started for the front. 
When, a year later, I was sent back to 
Chicago to recover from a wound in the 
jaw, I found myself as dear to her as 
ever, and she as dear to me, it g%s 
\vithont saying. I was in the hospital 
at Camp Douglas. My wound healed 
rapidly. I was allowed to go about the 
city very much as I chose, and prayer 
meetings, with their escort privileges, 
claimed a great part of my attention. 


"About that time the Y. M. C. A. 


•was organizing a regiment, to be com- 
posed exclusively of men w,ho professed 
religion. The scheme naturally attract- 
ed a great deal of attention. The papers 
were full of it. I was selected to cap- 
tain one of the new regiment's compa- 
nies. Protest agaiust the selection was 
made on account of my age—then just 
18. The matter was carried up to the 
adjutant general of the state, who final- 
ly decided in my favor. My age, the 
singular character of the case and the 
popularity of the regiment caused such 
an amount of newspaper gossip that it 
seemed as though everybody must have 
heard of the matter at least. All this 
time I never wore ruy uniform outside 
of camp. The dear girl, therefore, nev- 
er saw me, except in citizen's clothes. 


" 'It's an outrage,' she said just after 


we met a ve^ youthful looking man in 
captain's uniform on one of our walks, 
'that such young men are trusted with 
the responsibilities of command. I don't 
know what the country is coming to.' 


"For a moment I was overcome by 


the shock. When I recovered my breath, 
I told her that youth did not necessarily 
debar a man from possession of the 
qualifies of a commander. She declined 
to bet convinced, and the conversation 
became decidedly chilly. Instead of 
making my customary call when we 
reached her house, I stopped at the front 
gate." 'Laura,' I said, 'I must tell you 
goodby. My regiment has orders to 
leave for the front tomorrow. 
Ifc may 


be that we never shall see each other 
again.' 
" But we did. All fashionable Chicago 


came to Camp Douglas the next day to 
see the final dress parade of the much 
talked of Y. M. C. A. regiment, and I 
could see the dear girl among the crowd. 
My new captain's uniform gave me a 
good deal of satisfaction just at that 
time, I can tell you. The colonel of the 
regiment bad asked me, on account of 
the power of my voice, to act as adju- 
tant for the occasion. That furnished 
additional gratification. The parade had 
the magnificent splendor that only a 
dress parade can have, and the solemnity 
of this occasion was vastly increased by 
the reflection, not to be dismissed, that 
many of those among regiment and spec- 
tators were seeing each other for the 
last time on earth. The band played aa 
though speaking our last farewell to 
onr frienda. Every one, I am sure, was 
deeply impressed. It was at this time 
that the dear girl had her first and last 
view of me in my captain's uniform. 
" 'Officers to the front and center! 


March!' I ordered, with all the dignity 
I eonld assume. As they reached the 
center they saluted me. 
" 'Sir, the parade is formed," I said, 


saluting the colonel. 


"The colonel returned as grave a sa- 


lute- as he had received and put the reg- 
iment through the manual of arms. 
Meantime I marched a few paces be- 
hind him, turned squarely and took po- 
sition almost within arm's length of 
tha dear girl. There I stood at parade 
rest, with my back to her, until the 
•fegiment wheeled into column to march 
off the field. At that juncture I took 
command of my company and went 
with it aboard an Illinois Central train. 
Between the -clear girl and myself there 
passed no word. 


"A few months passed and I received 


a slight wound. The circumstance was 
mentioned in the Chicago papers. Then, 
for the firsi time after my departure 
froni Chicago, the dear girl wrote me a 
letter. It was a beautiful epistle, full 
of regret for our misunderstanding, 
hopes that my wound would not prove 
serious, assurances that she never conld 
have doubted my ability and requests 
for forgiveuess for her mistake. I an- 
swered it, and harmony was restored. 


"At the close of the war I at once 


sought her," the colonel added, "and 
found her—already married. "—Chicago 
Times-Herald.

"It has been suggested to me that I

thinks it necessary to have the preced- 
ing paragraph with which to construe 
it here it is:

THE REASONS FOH OUR FAITH 


Wp have said with reference to the 


Reeds' murder case that there was evi- 
dence enough to warrant an arrest, 
enough to secure the holding of the 
parties arrested for tho grand jury. 
We even went farther than that. We 
said there was enough 
evirlenre tn 


reasonably expert an indictment of 
murder in tho first degree from the 
grand jury. Wo knew what.wo were 
talking about when we said 
these 


things and we havo. no intention of 
qualifying our statements. Thorn is 
no reason for us to rlo so. Tho Trans- 
cript, in common with a.ll good people 
of this city, wants to see tho stigma of 
th* Reeds' murder removed from the 
city's name. With the sole desire of 
helping to remove it we took up the 
Reeds' murder case and made known 
the wish of tho people of North Adams 
to the district attorney. The district 
attorney was good enough to pay at- 
tention to \vhat we said and conceded 
all we asked, that he would heartily 
join with any local movement looking 
to the removal of the Reeds' murder 


_ stigma. To take a step without the full 
and free consent of the district attor- 
ney would be foolishness unadulterated. 
The district attorney must be In com- 
plete sympathy with the movement or 
failure is certain no matter what the 
evidence. 


Whethor guilt can be proved before a 


jury is something outside of the pres- 
ent question. Conviction In always un« 
Certain. Circumstantial evidence dif- 


fers greatly in convincing power tn the 
minds of jurymen. Few murder cases 
are taken into court with a verdict of 
guilty assured before the jury is em- 
pannelled. In the O'Neil case at Shel- 
burne Falls the commonwealth could 
bring no direct evidence. All it at- 
tempted to prove was that Jack O'Neil 
and Mrs. WcCloud disappeared about 
the same hour, that Jack O'Neil re- 
appeared alive and Mrs. McCloud was 
found dead, that Jack O'Neil had no 
money when he disappeared and that 
when he reappeared he had a sum of 
money equal in amount and similar in 
denomination to the money which Mrs. 
McCloud had. These were the main 
features of the evidence and on these 
Jack O'Neil went to the sallows. 


By no means all of this was known 


when Jack O'.Neil was arrested. 
A 


good deal of it was gathered by the in- 
defatigable Munyon after the arrest 
was made. When the arrest was made, 
and this is true in the majority of 
cases, there was little more than a 
moral certainty of guilt. It is on this 
moral certainty that we speak in the 
Reeds' case, although there is more 
evidence than 
enough to develop it. 


When there is enough evidence to 
create moral certainty in such a 
heinous crime as the Reeds' murder it 
is little short of criminal not to make- 
use of it. We are well aware of the 
fact that it is a serious thing to arrest 
a man on the charge of murder, but it 
is likewise a very sorious thingnottoar- 
rest a man on that charge .when there 
is evidence enough to establish to a 
reasonable person a strong probability 
of the man's guilt. 


In the attempt to do justice wrong is 


often done and it may be that future 
developments in the Reeds' case will 
disclose added proof of this. But we 
are not forgetting the important ad- 
vice to the jury in the O'Neil case given, 
by Chief Justice Mason that in deter- 
mining whether the prisoner was guilty 
or not guilty the jury were called upon 
to do no more than, act on the evidence 
as they would on the certainties or un- 
certainties of affairs in their daily life. 
Accepting Chief Justice Mason to be a 
fair interpreter we have determined to 
speak out in the Reeds'* murder case. 
The testimony now on record in this 
case gives a weight of evidence on 
which we should act without hesita- 
tion if it .pertained to the most import- 
ant matters in our own affairs. 


In acting we do not propose to be 


deterred by the mischievous mouthings 
of a newspaper, whose editor and pro- 
prietor fancies he has a score to settle 
with Mark E. Couch, who has been ac- 
tive in the Reeds' murder case. 
If 


this newspaper's editor and proprietor 
has accused Mr. Couch without reason, 
of a crime equal to the crime of mur- 
der and got roundly lashed for it, it 
does not follow that we are making a 
similar serious blunder in the Reeds' 
murder case.

Heliograph Flaste* 


The heliograph, under present condi- 


tions, can be used only during hours of 
sunshine, but on bright days its trans- 
mitted signals are so quickly displayed 
and promptly read at any consider- 
able distance that it replaces the flag 
on all possible service. Dust and smoke 
which would completely obscure the 
largest flag are readily penetrated by 
the flash of the heliograph. Under ord- 
inary conditions, this flash is visible to 
the naked eye at distances of thirty 
miles, but with a telescope of thirty 
powers can be seen nearly two hundred 
miles. The military value of the helio- 
graph was strikingly illustrated in. the 
successful campaign of General N. A. 
Miles against Geronimo, a campaign 
that put an end to the Indian out- 
breaks that for twenty years devasted 
Arizona with its horrible accompani- 
ments of murder and rapine. To and 
from barren mountain peaks, across 
and down into the arid valleys the 
sun-flash messages of the signal corps, 
directing our cavalry, marked the flit- 
ting of marauding Indian bands, whose 
war trails were marked with blood, 
from their home fastnesses of Arizona 
to the Mexican frontier. General Miles 
said: "The hostiles found troops in 
every valley, and when they saw helio- 
graph communications flashing across 
every mountain range, Geronimo and 
others, wBo had already surrendered 
sent word to Natchez that he had bet- 
ter come in at once," and he did. The 
distance to which heliographs could 
be worked was tested under the super- 
vision of Major W. J. Volkmar in Ari- 
zona in 1890, when he established a 
system aggregating 
2,000 miles 
in 


length. Ranges of 85, 88, 95- and 121 
miles- were successfully worked over. 
Previously the world's record w.as that 
between Mauritius and Reunion, where 
mirrors of 1,200 inches of reflecting sur- 
face, costing over $15,000, trasmitted 
messages 117 miles. This was now sur- 
pased by a signal corps mirror of bare- 
ly twenty inches surfaces, costing $40. 
These operations indica.te the meehani- 
ca.I skill and deftness of manipulation 
of American instruments and by Amer- 
ican operators. The most astonishing 
feat of long distance heliographing by 
the signal corps was that accomplished 
by Captain W. A. Glassford, September 
7, 1895. With a standard instrument 
of the signal corps, a station heliograph 
eight inches square, messages were sent 
and receiver between Mount Ellen, 
Utah, and Mount Uncompahgre, Colo- 
rado, an air line distance of no less 
than one hundred and eighty-three 
miles. 
This exceeded by fifty-eight 


miles the world's record. The great dif- 
ficulty in establishing very long ranges 
consists in selecting points of such ele- 
vation as is necessary to overcome the 
convexity of the earth. Captain Glass- 
ford says, "When we caught the first 
glimmer of the Mount Ellen flash, it 
appeared through the telescope a deep 
reddish hue. It was about as bright as 
the planet Venus, and with the same 
apparent disk as' presented1 bjft'ha.t 
planet in our glasses."—Gen. A. W. 
Greclev in Ainslee's for August.

t BLIND GIRL'S TRIUMPH 


How Helen Keller Passed Some 


College Examinations. 


WBOTE AN8VBBS ON TYPEWEITEE 


Though De*pemtelr Handicapped, 


SU« H«* Worn AdmiMion to Kad- 
«lUte College—The Questions Were 
"Written In Braille Character* and 
Handed to Helen—Her Difficulties. 


Miss Helen Keller, having complet- 


ed, under the tutorship of Merton S. 
Keith, her preparation for college in 
three years instead of in the four 
which had been assigned by some of 
her friends for the purpose, went to 
Cambridge in June last to take the 
regular entrance examinations for 
Radcliffe. She had successfully given 
the usual subjects at the preliminary 
examination, two years ago, and these 
remained for this entrance examina- 
tion: Geometry, algebra, elementary 
Greek, advanced Greek and advanced 
Latin. 


It is quite certain that no person 


ever took a college examination with 
so heavy a handicap—we may say 
with so many kinds of a handicap- 
as Helen Keller's en this occasion, 
says the Boston Transcript As all the 
world knows, she could not see the 
examination papers nor hear the voice 
of an examiner. The natural method 
of communicating the questions to her 
would have been to make use of tha 
fingers of her old time "teacher" and 
interpreter, Miss Sullivan. 
Miss Sul- 


livan does not know Greek or Latin or 
the higher mathematics, and, while 
she is able to serve Helen by commu- 
nicating to her printed Greek and 
Latin, letter by letter, she could not, 
even if she had been so disposed, have 
given her the slightest assistance in 
answering the examination questions. 
But it was deemed best by all con- 
cerned to avoid even the remotest sug- 
gestion or possibility of assistance. A 
gentleman was found, Mr. Vining of 
the Perkins institution, who had never 
met Helen Keller and who was quite 
unknown to her, who could take the 
examination papers as fast aa they 
were presented and write them out in 
Braille characters, the system of writ- 
ing in punctured points now much 
used by the blind. The questions thus 
transcribed by him were put into Hel- 
en's hands in the examination room 
in the presence of a proctor who could 
not communicate with, her, and she 
wrote out her answers on the type- 
writer. 


Here, however, came in one of the 


additional points of Helen's handicap. 
There are two systems of Braille writ- 
ing—the English and the American. 
There are marked differences between 
them, very much such differences as 
those between the two principal sys- 
tems of shorthand writing. Helen Kel- 
ler has been accustomed to the English 
system, In which nearly all the books 
which have been put into Braille are 
printed. As the arrangement with Mr. 
Vining was completed but a day or 
two before, and as* it was not known 
to her that he did not write the Eng- 
lish Braille, it was impossible to make 
any other arrangement. She had to 
puzzle out the unfamiliar method of 
writing, much as a writer of the Pit- 
man stenography might use his sense 
of logic and general intelligence by a 
tour de force, to enable him to read 
the Graham shorthand, and this labor 
was added to the other labor of Helen 
Keller's examination. To add to her 
difficulties, her Swiss watch, made for 
the blind, had been forgotten at home, 
and there was to one at hand, on either 
of the days of the examination, to give 
her the time. She worked in the dark 
with regard to the time which re- 
mained to her as she went along from 
question to question. But she passed 
the examination triumphantly in every 
study. In advanced Latin she passed 
"with credit." 
In advanced Greek, 


which her tutor regarded as her "star" 
study, she received a "B," which is a 
very high mark. Yet here the time 
and the Braille difficulty worked most 
heavily against her. What her mark- 
ing was in other studies is not known; 
it is only known that she passed them. 


Helen Keller is now ready for ma- 


triculation as a student of Radcllffo 
college. Her passing of the examina- 
tions, especially under such circum- 
stances, is in itself 
a 
wonderful 


achievement. No particle of its severi- 
ty was abated for her because she Is 
deaf, dumb and blind, and no precau- 
tions were remitted because she Is 
known to be incapable of deceit. She 
sat in total darkness and alone, with- 
out the touch of any friendly hand. 
A slip pricked with unfamiliar char- 
acters was put before her, and her 
typewriter clicked out its quick and 
true response to the hard questions. 
That was all. Will any other human 
being in such a world of silence and 
darkness ever do as much? 


The question may well be asked, 


Will Helen Keller now take the regu- 
lar college course? Who will interpret 
to her the lectures in foreign lan- 
guages which she cannot hear? 
No 


one can do this. No lectujp, even in 
English, can be translated to her in 
the manual alphabet as rapidly as it 
is spoken. Her 
usual 
interpreter 


knows no foreign tongue. 
Who will 


read to her all the required matter of 
the courses of reading, none of which 
has been put into raised print? It is 
beyond mechanical possibility to give 
her all this through her fingers.' The 
obstacles appear insurmountable. But 
that is the principal reason why Helen 
Keller is inclined to surmount them.

Need of Care. 


It was reported from the notch reser- 


voir this morning that there was only 
SSMs feet of water there. Since last re- 
ported, when the water stood at 37 feet, 
the level has been going constantly 
lower, and during the last few days, the 
water has been lowered 
about six 


inches a da/. At this rate, and if there 
were uo additions to. the- supply front 
rain, the water now in the restuvoir 
would last less than a month, as the 
urea of the reservoir grows rapidly 
smaller after it has gone down some 
distance from the top. and the quanti- 
ty of water is less and less in propor- 
tion to the depth. 


There is of course1 pvery prospect 


that rains will add to the quantity of 
water in thP reservoir, and will also fill 
the Broad Brook reservoir to overflow- 
ing again. As much as possible this 
summer the latter has been, used to 
supply water for the ontire city, but at 
present it is filling only its own system. 


There is no doubt, however, that there 


is a great deal of waste, in houses as 
well as outside. When the 
reservoir 


was built it was seen by the engineers 
that it would n.ot fill but twice a year, 
at the- time of the fall rains and the 
spring thaws. It is large enough to 
supply the city amply with water, but 
in a season like this water users are 
expected to use as much care as pos- 
sible not to waste it. In cities where 
meters have been put in, and the wa- 
ter charged in that way, it has been 
quickly found that while people used 
all the water they wanted the unneces- 
sary waste was quickly stopped, and 
supplies that at first seemed barely 
enough were ample to supply all that 
was used. If the same care was used 
here it is evident that there would be 
less anxiety about the supply from the 
reservoir.

EULHGAN'SLASTDAY 


A TERROR OF THE WEST WHO MADE 


HIS TAKING OFF MEMORABLE,

He Killed a Friend Who Tried to Per- 


suade Him to 6urrei»der—Brought Down 
by a Bullet From a Militiaman's Rifle. 
Oue of Mark Twain'* Detperadoea. 


"His name was included in the little 


list of Nevada desperadoes made by 
Mark Twain in 'Roughing It,' " said 
the Nevada pioneer. He did uot say 
"Mark Twain," by the way, but "Sana 
Clemens," the name by which all old 
Nevadaus aiid Cnliforaiaua know the 
famous humorist. The pioneer was talk- 
ing of men of his time who had died 
with their boots on, and Billy Mulligan 
was the character who just now was to 
the front. Some of the hostile mis ups 
and shooting matches in which that 
young Irishman bad taken a hand h.ad 
been related, and now the narrator had 
come to the day of his taking off. 


"Billy Mulligan had run a long 


string ami lasted a good while for a man 
of his temper and practices, for he was 
tough fint and out,", continued the pio- 
neer. "His neck was in danger in the 
days of the San Francisco vigilance 
committee, and he ran some narrow 
chances with the law and lynchera aft- 
erward. He was a brave, desperate man, 
handy with weapons, and would fight 
'at the drop of the hat.' But he pulled 
through all trouble until the time came, 
which seems sooner or later to befall al- 
most every desperado, when the strain 
of danger and the effect of constant 
drinking and excitement got the better 
of his nerves and judgment. When a 
desperado gets that way, there are two 
courses that ho may take—quit the 
country, quit drinking and get to work 
at an honest calling or stay and get 
killed. The last was what Mulligan 
chose, but he kept the business in his 
own hands and forced the pace to the 
end. 


"It was at Carson City that the end 


came to Billy Mulligan. The cards had 
gone against him all night. The liquor 
he had drunk had made him ugly as he 
walked out of the Esmeralda saloon one 
morning. Next door was a laundry, and 
a Chinaman, ironing clothes, lifted his 
face to the window just -ps Mulligan 
was passing. Without a word the des- 
perado drew his pistol and fired through 
the glass, blowing the Chinaman's 
brains out, then went on to the hotel 
where he was staying, and up stairs to 
his room in the top story. The door of 
his room opened near the head of the 
stairway, and when the sheriff's offi- 
cers came to arrest him for killing tbo 
Chinaman he stood them off with his 
revolvers. They knew it meant certain 
death to some of them to try to rush up 
the stairway, and they stopped at the 
foot to consider. John Coleman, a par- 
ticular friend of Mulligan, who was 
with them, t»ied to persuade him • to 
surrender. 
" 'No use, John,' said Mulligan. 'I 


shan't be taken alive. This is myjast 
day, and the game'll end right here.' 
You keep away and don't get mi ted up 
in the trouble.' 


"Coleman was working along up the 


stairway as he talked, with the object, 
perhaps, of getting near enough to the 
desperado to disarm him. 


"'Stop where yon are, John,' said 


Mulligan. ' One step nearer and I'll kill 
you.' 


' 'Coleman made another step forward, 


and Mulligan shot him through the 
heart. He permitted the others to take 
the body away, keeping them covered 
with his pistols all the time. A crowd 
gathered in the hotel and the public 
square which it faced, and plans were 
discussed for capturing Mulligan, but 
his character for deadly desperation 
was such that volunteers were scarce. 
At last it was decided to call out the 
militia company and take the desperado 
in his stronghold by regular assault. 


"The troops were mustered in double 


line in the public square, facing the ho- 
tel and waiting the order to advance. 
Through the window of his room in the 
third story Mulligan could be seen now 
and then as he walked to and fro be- 
tween the stairway and the window, 
keeping watch against a surprise in 
either direction. Then, as the face of 
the desperado appeared once more at the 
window, one of the soldiers fired with 
Lto riSe, killing him instantly. It was 
an unexpected shot which undoubtedly 
saved several lives that would almost 
certainly have been sacrificed in carry- 
ing the room by storm. 


"Billy Mulligan was a New Yorker 


by birth and was a typical representa- 
tive of the old time California 'tough' 
gambler—a class which got its tone and 
manners from the New York of the vol- 
unteer firemen and 'Dead Rabbit' days. 
Quick of motion—some of them could 
pick a fly from the wall with the thumb 
and finger four times out of five—stern 
and short spoken except where it was 
part of their game to be suave, rough 
and 
tumble 
fighters, 
fashionably 


dressed, with more of ornaments than 
southern gamblers often wear and dis- 
tinguished by heavy black mustaches, 
they ran their course in San Francisco, 
which was headquarters fsntn which 
they went to the new mii&ng communi- 
ties, to stay while these flourished or 
until they were driven out. Thay had 
their day—most of them were shot or 
hanged, or they died in want. Here 
and there, stranded in some out of the 
way western community, some decrepit 
survivor is found of the old gambler 
desperado class of which Billy Mulligan 
was a shining example."—New York 
Sun.

Polo Modified For the BateHataBMnt

The latest novelty in feminine sports 


is a new form of the ancient game of 
polo. Such a variation was unimagin- 
able on the plains of old Asia, where 
the game was invented, but that does 
not bother the innovators of Paris and 
Berlin. The new polo has been taken 
up there with all the zest of novelty, 
says the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. The 
players are mounted, not op ponies, 
but on pneumatic roller skates. They 
wear short dresses and fancy caps, and 
catch the admiration of all beholders. 


The new game is not played like 


hockey or pony polo, with sticks, but 
a soft, rather large, rubber ball is used, 
which the players try to push or kick 
with their feet—no easy task on ball 
bearing pneumatic skates. The goals 
are two stakes at the ends of the field 
or platform, and when the ball strikes 
either of them a small bell rings. This 
amusement has been introduced by 
Mine. Chouchoutte, but has caught the 
public fancy so quickly that now It is 
played nonprofessionally by many of 
hie would be athletic ladies of the 
French and German capitals.

TAGS FOR SOLDIERS. 


An Eauy Bleona of Identification In 


Case <if TJeath. 


Assistant Secretaryv Meilrlejohn of 


the war department at Washington 
now has under coasideratioii several 
devices for identifying soldiers who 
have been killed in battle. The most 
practicable scheme yet submitted is to 
furnish all regiments with medallions 
about the size of a half dollar, 'made 
of a combination of'raetals of which a 
large part is alumftiium, says the Chi- 
cago Tribune. 
The regimental and 


company designation will be on one 
Bide, and the medals will be numbered 
consecutively and each man's number 
placed opposite his name on the mus- 
ter rolls. 


These tags will be; suspended about 


the neck with a rfbb'on or a strong 
piece of twine. The object in tagging 
the soldiers will be to afford easy 
means of identifying those wounded, 
killed in action 'or who die in hospitals. 
The inscription on the tag can bei 
scratched upon a rude headboard when 
a soldier is buried on a field of bat- 
tle and the device buried with him, 
making identification almost certain.

tician of the department of laboc at 
Washington, has been appointed as the 
civilian who will have direct super- 
vision over the work under the title of 
director, while General Sanger of the 
army will have general supervision as 
the military head. A house to house 
and farm to farm visitation will be 
made, and it isf^proposed to make this 
a most thorough count, as the future 
of Cuba is largely dependent upon this 
census, says the Kew York World.

A NEW FOUNDRY 


Plans Prepared for New 


Works of Hunter Com- 


pany South of City 


TO BE LOCATED ON FLAG FARM 


According to Options Now Held by the 


Machine Company. What the Plans 
Call for. Mr, Hunter's Return

Plans have been prepared for 
the 


erection of the foundry for the Hunter

held its lUth <uiaual reunion in Spring- 
field yt-hterday, and this city was rep- 
rtst-nteU by Colonel Andrew Putter and 
Dr. H. J. Millard. The reunion was one 
of the largest and most enthusiastic in 
tho history of the regifnent. About Vij 
members of the regiment \\ere present, 
and thi'io were some rousing speeches 
in support of the present policy of the 
administration in the Philippines. The 
veterans arrived in Springfield about 
noon and were led in their march to the 
new Giand Army building there by Col. 
totter of this city. 


At the business meeting of the regi- 


mental association 
Col. Potter was 


elected president, and vin the speeches 
which followed the banquet he spoke in 
brief as follows: 


"I thank you for the honor you have 


conferred upon me. It does not seern 
possible that thirty-four years ago we 
left for Virginia: when I look at you. 
1 feel like apologising for ever attempt- 
ing to command you. 
How I got 


through with it I do not know. The 
long and patient drill of Colonel Wells 
had made the regiment a unit. In 
commanding you I always felt that no 
matter how desperate or how great the 
loss, no man would leave his position 
without orders. While much the same 
can bo said of all Massachusetts regi- 
ments, no regiment was 
so embued 


with this spirit as was the 
gallant 


Thirty-fourth. 


"I ha\f> to'd stories of the battles 


through which we passed, that seemed j 
so wonderful that T was viewed \\ith i 
polite incredulity. At Newmarket we I 
won the battle, and lost it bj the in- j 
competence of the commanders. The 
rebels were in retreat, under our heavy 
fire, and when the order for the bay- 
onet charge, over

fences, was 


given, they turned about and poured a 
murderous fire.
